I  nd  now.  as  he  looked  and  saw  the  » elude  Hellespont  covered  with  the 
vessels  of  Ins  Peer  and  all  the  shore  and  every  plain  about  \hydos  as  fall  as  possible  of 
men.  Xerxes  congratulated  himself  upon  Ins  good  fortune,  hut  after  a  little  while  he 
wept  His  unde  I rtahanns.  who  was  with  him  at  flic  time,  asked  about  this  strange 
expression  of  contradictory  feelings  "/  was  thinking.”  Xerxes  replied.  " and  it  came 
into  my  mind  how  piti  fully  short  human  life  is.  " 

Herodotus  I  II.  45-46 

This  moment  in  history  described  l>\  the  ancient  historian  Herodotus  was  perhaps 
one  of  the  greatest  military  undertakings  in  history  given  the  current  technology  The 
accounts  relate  that  the  great  Persian  king  Xerxes  amassed  an  army  of  1 .700.000  men  for  his 
inv  asion  of  Greece  in  480  BC.  An  entire  city  was  needed  to  feed  the  army  just  two  meals, 
and  an  entire  river  ran  dry  when  they  drank.  And  huge  quantities  of  silver  coins  were  struck 
to  finance  the  massive  military  payroll  and  all  the  expenses  of  huge  military  operations  The 
Hellespont  was  the  water  way  at  least  a  mile  wide  connecting  the  Black  Sea  and  the 
Mediterranean  Sea  and  separating  Europe  from  Asia  Minor  In  order  to  move  his  vast  army 
Xerxes  commanded  his  engineers,  mostly  Phoeneeians  and  Egyptians,  to  build  a  bridge.  To 
do  this  674  ships  were  tied  together  in  a  double  row  and  planks  were  laid  over  the  decks 
The  planks  were  covered  w  ith  brushwood  and  dirt  to  create  a  road  Xerxes  invaded  Greece 
and  very  nearly  succeeded  in  conquering  the  civilized  world. 

As  the  Persians  moved  through  northern  Greece  they  were  met  at  the  pass  of 
Thermopylae,  where  the  300  Spartans  led  by  Ivonidas  fought  to  the  last  man.  and 
successfully  delayed  the  Persian  advance  long  enough  for  the  Greek  cities  to  prepare 
•Although  Xerxes  captured  Athens,  the  Athenians  had  fled  with  their  fleet  to  the  nearby  island 
of  Salamis  where  the  Persian  fleet  was  defeated  by  the  more  experienced  Athenian  naw 
Hie  army  ot  the  allied  Greek  city-states,  led  by  Spartans  was  able  to  defeat  the  Persian  army 
at  Plataea  in  479  BC  and  effectively  ended  Xerxes  attempted  conquest  of  Greece 

Xerxes  is  long  dead,  and  Ins  observations  on  the  brevity  of  human  existence  still 
applies  today,  even  though  we  average  more  than  twice  the  usual  life  span  of  the  ancients 
By  collecting,  studying  and  handling  the  coins  of  the  ancients  our  human  experience  can  be 
greatly  enhanced  In  our  hands  we  have  relics  of  great  kings  who  commanded  huge  armies 
to  conquer  kingdoms  now  vanished.  These  huge  treasures  of  precious  metals  that  are  now 
unearthed  from  the  paths  of  these  ancient  armies  arc  sometimes  the  only  tangible  links  that 
we  have  Now  you  can  expand  your  horizons  to  the  Filth  Century  BC  with  a  modest

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lliis  hoard  of  silver  was  composed  of  over  100  pounds  of  struck  sigloi.  A  single 
siglos  averages  5.55  grams  of  nearly  pure  silver  and  depicts  the  Great  king  of  Persia  as  an 
archer  in  an  action  pose  Some  interpret  his  posture  as  the  archaic  art  expression  of  running, 
and  others  describe  him  as  kneeling  These  coins  were  struck  with  a  heavy  sledge  hammer 
on  very  thick  oblong  planehets.  much  like  silver  bullets,  with  a  hand  held  upper  die  depicting 
the  archer.  The  lower  die  was  prohahK  imbedded  in  wood  or  stone  to  secure  it  The  lower, 
or  reverse  die  of  these  coins,  w  as  used  in  the  manner  of  the  very  first  coins  ev  er  produced  in 
the  world.  This  lower  die  was  a  roughly  rectangular  raised  metal  lump,  appearing  in 
hundreds  id  mysterious  variations.  I~he  raised  reverse  die  creates  an  incuse  impression  for 
the  hacks  of  the  sigloi  Museum  studies  now  in  progress  utilize  the  reverse  incused 
impressions  for  quick  die  referencing,  since  the  obverse  impression  of  the  Great  king  is 
frequently  off  center  I  hose  coins  represented  a  huge  explosion  in  the  production  of  coined 
money,  and  were  struck  rapidly  to  fill  the  need  for  pre-weighed  silver  authorized  by  a 
powerful  niler 

The  Great  king  is  shown  holding  a  spear  and  a  bow  on  the  sigloi  attributed  to  the 
Asia  Minor  mint  ofSardeis.  in  Lydia  and  a  how  and  a  dagger  on  the  other  type  which  is 
possibly  all  from  a  different  mint  further  south.  Frequently  they  are  countermarked  with  tiny 
punches  b\  merchants  of  bankers,  possibly  to  attest  to  the  quality  of  the  silver  We  can  sell 
either  type  in  a  nice  fine  grade  for  S3 7  each,  a  nice  very  fine  for  S77  each  or  a  nice 
extremely  fine  for  S277  each  The  raised  obverse  always  grades  much  less  than  the  incused 
reverse  so  our  nice  fine  will  usually  have  an  extremely  fine  reverse.

NIC  KEL  COINS  OF  THE  H.S.A. 

by  R.  T.  GRIFFITH 

The  word  nickel  originally  signified  a  mischievous  or  obstinate  person,  a 
demon,  and  in  this  sense  was  applied  by  the  medieval  miners  of  central  Europe 
to  mccolite.  an  arsenical  nickel  ore.  which  being  red  colored  they  mistook  for 
copper  and  called  it  kupfcrnickel 

The  name  nickel  was  adopted  for  the  element  by  a  Swedish  scientist  by  the 
name  of  Constedt  when  he  succeeded  in  isolating  it  from  mccolite  in  the  vear 
1751. 

as  far  as  our  present  knowledge  goes,  the  first  people  to  make  use  of  nickel  in 
coinage  were  the  Bactrains.  This  ancient  Asiatic  race  who  inhabited  the 
territory  north  of  the  great  Hindu-Kush  range  of  mountains,  now-  known  as 
Russian  Turkestan,  came  under  the  influence  of  Greek  culture  as  a  result  of  the 
conquest  of  Bactria  by  Alexander  the  Great,  and  for  a  space  of  about  a  century 
their  coins  reached  a  remarkably  high  degree  of  excellence  How  or  w  here  the 
Bactrians  obtained  the  metal  is  not  known  and  if  they  had  a  method  of 
separating  the  ore  their  method  was  lost  to  the  world  It  is  believed  that  their 
coins  were  made  of  a  natural  alloy 

At  about  the  time  the  Bactrains'  nickel  coinage  was  in  use.  or  perhaps  a  few 
years  later,  the  Chinese  were  manufacturing  an  alloy  from  copper-nickel  ore 
which  they  called  pietung  There  is  no  indication,  however,  that  nickel  was 
used  by  the  Chinese  as  a  medium  of  exchange. 

After  Constedt  succeeded  in  separating  the  nickel  from  copper,  extensive 
experiments  followed  with  the  result  that  there  came  into  use  a  nickel-silver 
and  with  modifications  this  alloy  was  adopted  by  Switzerland  for  its  minor 
coins  in  1850 

Even  before  the  Swiss  nickel  coins  appeared.  Lewis  Feuchtwanger.  a  former 
German,  liv  ing  in  New  York,  recommended  the  use  of  nickel  alloy  coins  in  the 
United  Slates  The  Feuchtwanger  alloy  made  its  appearance  in  the  early  1850's 
and  hard  times  tokens  of  the  1  and  3  cent  denomination  made  of  this  metal 
were  widely  circulated 

Although  Feuchtw anger's  efforts  to  persuade  the  government  to  mint  nickel 
alloy  coins  were  futile,  many  credit  him  with  our  ultimate  use  of  such  coins 
While  he  claimed  that  with  the  use  of  nickel  in  coins  they  could  be  stamped 
easily,  would  wear  well  and  would  be  difficult  to  counterfeit.  Dr  R  M 
Patterson,  a  director  of  the  Mint  in  1838.  objected  to  Feuchtwangcr's 
suggestion  However,  despite  Dr  Patterson's  objections,  the  United  States  was 
one  of  the  First  to  experiment  with  coins  containing  nickel 
When  it  was  decided  to  replace  the  copper  half  cent  and  the  copper  large  cent 
with  a  single  smaller  coin,  nickel  was  widely  used  in  patterns  for  the  new 
pieces  Patterns  of  90  per  cent  copper  and  10  per  cent  nickel  as  well  as  80  per 
cent  copper  and  20  per  cent  nickel  were  made  in  I85<> 
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In  considering  the  history  of  nickel  coins  it  is  well  lo  keep  in  mind  that  prior  to 
the  middle  of  the  19th  century,  intrinsic  value  had  an  important  part  in  our 
coinage  system  Both  the  small  cents  and  our  first  nickels  were  opposed 
primarily  because  they  did  not  contain  face  value  in  the  metal 
Late  in  the  year  1856.  the  Flying  eagle  cent  appeared  in  copper,  copper-mckel 
and  nickel,  the  copper  nickel  being  composed  of  12pcr  cent  nickel  and  88  per 
cent  copper 

As  the  copper-nickel  cent  was  authorized  by  Congress  on  Febmarv  21.  1857. 
the  white  cent  of  1856  is.  therefore,  a  pattern  This  act  specified  that  the  cent 
should  weigh  72  grains  and  be  composed  of  88  per  cent  copper  and  12  percent 
nickel  Coinage  of  this  cent  was  discontinued  by  Act  of  April  24.  1864 
On  the  obverse  of  the  1857  and  1858  cents  is  an  eagle  flying  to  the  left, 
surrounded  by  the  words.  "United  States  of  America."  with  the  date  under  the 
eagle  Reverse.  "One  Cent."  within  a  wreath  of  corn,  wheat,  cotton  and 
tobacco  The  1859  cent  shows  on  the  obverse  an  Indian  head  facing  left, 
surrounded  by  the  words.  "United  Slates  of  America."  date  beneath  the  head 
Reverse.  "One  Cent"  w  ithin  a  wreath  of  laurel.  The  1860  to  1864  cent  has  the 
same  obverse  as  the  1859  The  reverse.  "One  Cent"  within  an  oak  wreath  and 
shield 

The  three  cent  nickel  piece  was  authorized  by  an  act  of  April  3.  1865.  with  a 
weight  of  30  grains  and  composed  of  75  per  cent  copper  and  25  per  cent  nickel 
There  is  only  one  type  of  this  coin,  but  there  is  a  variety  -  the  1887  over  1886. 
issued  in  proof  On  the  obverse  of  this  com  is  a  liberty  head  facing  left,  hair 
bound  by  a  ribbon,  surrounded  bv  the  words.  “United  States  of  America."  on  the 
forehead,  a  coronet  inscribed  the  word  "Liberty  ."  date  beneath  the  head  On  the 
reverse,  a  Roman  numeral  ill.  w  ithin  a  wreath  of  laurel  The  rarest  of  this  coin 
is  the  1877.  which  was  struck  in  proof  only  and  the  next  is  the  1878.  also  struck 
in  proof  only. 

The  nickel  five  cent  piece  was  authorized  b\  an  act  of  May  16.  1866.  and  like 
the  3  cent  piece  had  a  plain  edge  This  coin  weighed  77.16  grains  and  was 
composed  of  75  per  cent  copper  and  25  per  cent  nickel 

On  the  obverse  of  the  1866  and  the  1867  Type  1  is  a  United  States  shield 
surmounted  by  a  cross,  an  olive  branch  pendent  at  each  side  and  back  of  the 
base  of  the  shield  arc  two  arrows  with  only  the  heads  and  feathers  visible: 
beneath  the  shield  is  the  date  and  above  in  the  field.  "In  God  We  Trust "  On 
the  reverse  is  the  figure  "5"  within  a  circle  of  13  stars  with  rays  between  the 
stars,  surrounded  by  the  words.  "United  Slates  of  America."  the  word  "cents" 
below  the  figure  "5" 

The  1867  Tvpe  2  and  to  and  including  the  1883  Type  I  have  the  same  obverse 
as  the  1866.  but  the  reverse  is  without  rays. 

The  rarest  of  the  shield  nickel  is  the  1877.  of  which  only  about  500  were  struck 
and  these  in  proof  only 

Type  2  appeared  in  1883  and  this  is  commonly  known  as  the  Liberty  Head 
nickel,  as  on  the  obverse  is  a  Liberty  Head  facing  left  and  wearing  a  coronet 
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(1-30  &  Green  Oaks  Rd.)

which  is  inscribed  "Liberty"  surrounded  by  13  stars  and  date  beneath  the  head 
The  reverse  bears  a  Roman  numeral  "V"  witliin  a  wreath  of  corn  and  cotton 
surrounded  by  the  words  "United  States  of  America."  The  words  "E  Pluribus 
Unitin'  appear  below  the  "V"  This  coin  was  without  the  word  cents  and  it  is 
said  that  some  of  these  nickels  were  gold  plated  and  passed  as  $5  gold  pieces 
Type  3  and  all  others  to  and  including  1912  have  the  same  obverse  as  Type  2. 
but  the  reverse  has  the  word  "Cents"  below  the  "V"  and  "E  Pluribus  Unum" 
above  the  wreath  Among  the  scarce  Liberty  Head  nickels  are  the  I XX5.  1912- 
Dand  I9I2-S 

In  1913  the  type  was  changed  and  what  is  known  as  the  BulTalo  nickel  was 
coined  There  arc  two  types  of  this  nickel  Type  I  has  on  the  obverse  an  Indian 
Head  facing  right  with  feathers  and  braided  hair  and  word  "Liberty"  on  the 
upper  right  edge,  date  at  the  bottom  lower  left  below  the  neck  On  the  reverse, 
a  Bison  with  head  to  the  left  standing  on  a  raised  mound  with  the  words 
"United  States  of  America"  around  the  top  near  the  edge.  "E  Pluribus  Unum" 
above  the  bison  at  the  upper  right  and  "Five  Cents"  across  the  bottom  under  the 
mound  In  Type  2  the  obverse  is  the  same  as  Type  1.  but  the  reverse  has  a 
straight  line  replacing  part  of  the  mound  under  the  bison. 

James  E  Frazer,  designer  of  the  BulTalo  Nickel,  is  said  to  have  used  3  Indians. 
Ironfall.  Two  Moons  and  Cheyenne  Chief  to  obtain  the  obverse  design  and 
Black  Diamond,  a  seventeen  year  old  bison  at  the  Garden  City  Zoo.  was  the 
model  for  the  rev  erse 

The  Frazer  coin  attracted  wide  comment  among  both  collectors  and  non- 
collectors  and  most  of  it  was  favorable,  though  there  was  some  criticism  that 
the  bison's  face  resembled  the  face  of  a  human 

Coinage  of  the  BulTalo  Nickel  was  discontinued  in  19.38  and  in  that  year  they 
were  stnick  at  the  Denver  Mint  only  There  were  no  nickels  coined  in  the  years 
1922.  1932  and  19.3.3 

In  1 93x  Felix  Selling  submitted  a  winning  design  for  a  new  nickel  coin  hav  ing 
on  the  obverse  a  bust  of  Thomas  Jefferson  facing  left,  with  the  words  "In  God 
We  Trust"  on  edge  of  field  in  front  of  face  and  "Liberty  "  and  the  date  on  right 
edge  back  of  head  The  reverse  shows  the  Jefferson  home  at  Monticello.  with 
the  words  "Monticello"  under  the  building.  "E  Pluribus  Unum"  in  upper  field. 
"Five  Cents"  in  field  below  Monticello  and  on  the  bottom  "United  States  of 
America " 

The  same  allowance  is  used  in  the  Type  I  Jefferson  Nickel  as  in  the  prev  ious 
five  cent  coins,  but  Type  2.  which  is  the  same  design,  contains  no  nickel  as  il  is 
made  of  56  per  cent  silver.  35  per  cent  copper  and  9  per  cent  manganese 
The  Jefferson  Nickel  probably  had  the  greatest  publicity  of  any  com  in 
American  history  The  newspapers,  magazines  and  radios  all  announced  the 
contest  to  select  a  design  for  the  new  coin  with  the  result  that  390  designs  were 
submitted. 

Nickel  coins  of  five  cent  denomination  rank  close  to  cents  in  popularity  among 
coin  collectors,  probably  because  so  many  different  dates  are  obtainable  in 
circulation
